"Arriving at our hotel, we found an 
Invitation from the prime minister to 
attend a dinner Hie following evening j 
given by the czar's cabinet. 
“ After that we had an invitation 
from the czar to lunch with him on | 
the following day at one of his subur i 
ban palaces. 
“ At luncheon the czar sat at the ! 
head of the table. 
Mr. Andrews was I 
on his right and I oil his left. 
T h e j 
crow*a prince was on my left.

the czar’s Immediate family were at 
tile table. 
And, do you know, they had 
for luncheon American trout. American 
deer ami American wild turkey. 


C zar Held Train For H i* Guests. 
“T h e meal lasted longer than I had 
thought it would, and as the time pass 
et! I was surq the Orient express had 
whizzed by ami we were left. 
But it 
w asn’t up to me to say anything. 
It 
was not until 2 o’clock that tile <*zar J 
arose from the table. 
VVe put on our 
overcoats and hats, and he did the 
same, ami he got into the automobile 
with us, and we drove over a mile and 
a half to the czar’s private railway 
station.

cancerous growths to become 
malignant and deep seated before ap 
plying for operations 
Frederick 
I,. 
Hoffman, statistician, 
who has made a specialty of collect­ 
ing information about cancer, asserted 
that 75,000 adult persons died from 
the disease last year iii the Putted 
States 
alone, 
while 500.000 persons 
died from it in civilized countries. 
Ile 
said that cancer was essentially a d is­ 
ease of civilization anil was practically 
unknown among primitive |>eople aud 
savage tribes. 
Dr. Jam es Ewing, professor of pa­ 
thology of the Cornell university medi­ 
cal school, disputed Mr. Hp CTma n a a s ­ 
sertion 
He said that cancer was not 
only prevalent throughout tin* whole 
human race. but that, far from being 
a disease of civilization, it was prev­ 
alent in practically all lower anim als 
and was even found among trout an I 
codfish, which died from it in great 
oil milers 


D epu tes Cures W ith Radium. 
In discussing radium cures for can ­ 
cer Mr. Hoffman said that a careful 
study of bond reds of reported corps 
had convinced him that the patients 
affected were really not suffering from 
cancer 
He denied that any cure had 
been effected by any means other thau 
the surgeon’s knife. 
W ith til is Dr. Ewing, disagreed also. 
He said that cancerous growths had 
been cured by radium when they were 
local and when they had been treated 
before the poisonous toxins from the 
growth had spread through the vyhole 
body. 
The limit of radium treatm ent. 
tie said, was confined to a depth of an 
Inch and a half or two inches, as that 
was the extent of the penetrating pow­ 
er of radium rays beneath the skin. 
H e said that new way# were constant­ 
ly being discovered to apply radium so 
that its curative power would be ex- 
tended to even 
tile most malignant 
forms of the disease. 
Iii response to questions asked bim 
a fte r be had concluded his address Dr. 
Ew ing expressed the opinion that a 
very large overdose of radium had been 
administered 
to 
Representative 
s 
R rem lier of New Jersey and that Mr. 
Bretiiner’s death was no doubt hasten­ 
ed by this too extensive application. 
H e pointed out th at the correct dosage 
for radium had not been determined 
definitely and that much experiment­ 
ing must be done in this direction. 
“'rh** deaths from this disease.” said 
Mr. Hoffman, “ have practically dou­ 
bled iii the last forty years. 
The death 
rate increases i t the rate of 5 per cent 
every decade. 
Statistics which I have 
gathered concerning tile disease prove 
that no doctor operating for cancer 
was ever Infected by it and that no 
person ever inherited it or passed it as 
an Infection to any other person. 
“Cancerous cells are treacherous for 
the reason that they have no nerve 
stimulation connected with them. 
You 
do not feel any pain as a cancerous 
grow th starts and so gain no warning. 
T h e rich are afflicted more than the 
poor 
All persons are liable to be at- 
taeked after they reach maturity. Most 
often the disease appears atter the vic­ 
tim has reached an age of forty years 
or more. 
“ In 
England they eat five or six 
meals a day and so constantly irritate 
the stomach. 
It may be that this has 
something to do with starting can cer­ 
ous growths, as English people suffer 
heavily 


Urge* Study of Localities. 
“ In Madison county, N. 
Y., cancer 
has attained the highest level in the 
United States as a cause of deaths. 
W e do uot know why this is so, but I 
wish some special study could be un­ 
dertaken to find out. 
There are other 
small localities where the number of 
cancer 
patients 
is 
especially 
large. 
Study of these localities might give us 
much 
more light than seeking in lab­ 
oratories to find the germ that causes 
it or whatever the source of the dis­ 
ease may be. 
As a m atter of fact. all 
we know about it is that some cells 
break 
loose in lawless fashion 
and 
have a peculiar power to attract to 
themselves all the nourishment taken 
into the body. 
“ W e need to do away with this word 
•cancer.’ ” ne said, “and bring into use 
In its stead a num ber of expressions 
th at will rightfully describe the v a ­ 
rious 
kinds of growths 
that 
occur 
am ong rebellious cells. 
As a m atter of 
fact. the growths are very different in 
character, and we know so little about 
them that I do not hesitate to say that 
*ur cancer problem is the first problem 
ti importance before the medical pro- 
tessiou.”

E v e n had Captain Scott succeeded in 
reaching One Ton camp, the base of 
supplies, it would have been necessary 
to am putate both his legs, said Com­ 
mander Evans. 
T he fate of the expe­ 
dition, according to the commander, 
was to some extent due to unaccount­ 
able shortage of oil supply—“ paraAin” 
the explorers call i t - a t the supply de­ 
pots on the return march. 
Petty Officer Evans, one of the five 
men on the final dash of 150 miles, 
was terribly cut up over the party’s 
failure to beat Affiundsen to the pole. 
Evans died first, according to the com­ 
m ander’s theory, because he w as the 
heaviest man of the lot. 
He weighed 
about 200 jpourids. but be got the sam e 
rations as 
Lieutenant 
Bowers, 
who 
tipped tile scales at 120 pounds. 


D isaster D u s to Lack of Oil. 
“ If the men could have had more hot 
food and liquid.” said Commander E v ­ 
ans, “they could have kept their limbs 
from being frozen. 
The shortage o f 
paraffin oil was tragic. 
B ut for that v 
believe the men would have kept up 
hope of fetching through. 
But it was 
simply a question of hot fuel and en­ 
ergy, without which the human engine 
can ’t fight against cold and fatigue. 
As it was, the condition of Captain 
Scott’s legs would have called for am ­ 
putation, even if he could have fought 
through to Que Ton camp. 
T h a t was 
eleven miles from the spot where the 
bodies wrere found eight months later. 
“(if course the atrocious 
w eather 
was a factor that no man could fight 
against. 
Never was au expedition bet­ 
ter 
equipped 
or 
more 
thoughtfully 
planned. 
Aud yet there seems, unac- 
oountably 
to have been too little al­ 
lowance of oil for bad weather, let 
aloue 
the 
blizzards 
Captain 
Sco tt’s 
baud marched through. 
It was a fine- 
w eather supply at many posts. 
T h e 
oil which we use in the wickless par­ 
affin stoves for making tea and ’boosh’ 
must have leaked through the stoppers. 
In 
many instances two gallons had 
dwindled to a gallon arid two-thirds.” 
Commander Evans and ti. R. M ather 
o f the Royal navy volunteer reserve, 
one of tile ship’s party on the Terra 
Nova, told many intimate details of the 
character of E. G. Oafes—"Soldier” or 
“T itu s.” they used to call him. 
Captain 
Dates 
was the man 
who 
walked out of the tent on M arch 17 
when he felt that fie was keeping the 
others back aud said as he stepped in­ 
to the blizzard. “ I am ju st going out­ 
side and may be gone some tim e.”

A W onder T h at E v a n s Escaped. 
“ Each of the three supporting par­ 
ries 
reported shortage of oil,” said 
Mather. 
“ Dr. Atkinson, Commander 
Evans, who only had two men with 
him, and Cecil Mea res, in charge ou­ 
tlie transports and animals, all told the 
sam e story. 
Each supporting party 
th at picked up the depots on the return 
trip was supposed to use its share of 
the oil cones, but Meares gave up his 
share and 
traveled on two meals a 
day. 
“ It was a combination of great luck 
and determination that brought Com­ 
mander E vans home alive 
He started 
by going right through blizzards, work­ 
ing with the floor cloth o f his tent put 
up as a sail.
